Mr. Farquhar read the following report: — 

“ After bestowing much careful and anxious consider- 
ation on the sev conditions which are essential to an 
‘fective water supply for a populous city, and investi- 
cating the capabilities of the several suggested sources 
of a supply for the city of Dublin, with reiation to 
those conditions, we have definitely determined to re- 
commend a project which we believe will be found to 
posess all the requisite conditions in a higher degree 
‘lian any that has been heretofore proposed. In all 
our investigations we had special regard to a few 
leading characteristics, the absence of any one of which 
would, in our opinion, disentitle any proposed supply to 
vour favourable consideration. To be eligible, the 
water should be pure, free from organic matter---espe- 
cially ‘decaying animal or vegetable matter liable to 
‘outref. etive fermentation—not “hard,” so abundant in 
quantity as to afford a certainty of a constant supply, 
and capable of being brought by gravitation to a dis- 
tributing reservoir of such natural elevation as would 
give an effective high pressure service at the highest 
parts of the city and suburbs. We believe the project we 
are about to propose for your acceptance will, if realised, 
fulfil all these intentions. We are desirous, however, 
before placing in your hands the reports of your con- 
sulting and city engineers, Messrs. Hawksley and Neville, 
and of your consulting chemist, Professor Apjohn, on 
tht suitability, practicability, and cost, of the project we 
recommend, briefly to glance at the circumstances which 
rendered it necessary to seek out a different source of 
supply from that recommended in the report of a previous 
committee, and which was adopted by the Municipal 
Council at a special meeting held on the 16th May, 1859. 
ft will be inyour recollection that that report recommended 
that the supply be taken partly from the Grand Canal, 
and partly from the River Dodder. As the sequence 
of a series of negociations, the Directors of the Grand 
Canal offered, by their letter, dated 5th November, 
1858, to give, at an annnal rent of 1,800/., a prefer- 
ential and guaranteed supply of 6,000,000 gallons daily, 
to be drawn from the canal at the 11th lock, and con- 
ducted for distribution to a storage reservoir at Kim- 
mage. A careful examination of the Dodder and its 
tributaries satisfied your engineers that if the whole 
stream, including the two-thirds claimed by Lord 
Meath as hie, were diverted at the Templeogue 
Weir, and conducted to a capacious storage reser- 
voir at Kimmage, about five and a-half millions 
daily might be calculated on from that source. The 
report and plan of supply adopted on the 16th May 
were based on these data, and, relying upon the offer 
of the Grand Canal Company, it was proposed to con- 
struct a large storage reservoir at Kimmage, from 
which between eleven and twelve millions of gallons, 
might be distributed daily, with a service pressure equal 
to about 200 feet. The details of this project were very 
generally known before the house adopted the report 
recommending it, and the result illustrates very forcibly 
the extreme difficulty which a popularly constituted 
public body has to encounter in conducting preliminary 
negociations of this nature, otherwise than through the 
agency of a small committee pledged to the most rigid 
secrecy. On the very day that the house met for 
the special purpose of considering the expediency 
“| adopting that report a letter was read from the 
(rand Canal Company, dated May 13th, 1859, 
stating that the directors, having read the report, 
would, under all the circumstances, withdraw their 
own deliberate offer to give a guaranteed and 
preferential supply of 6,000,000 gals. for 1,800/. per 
annum. The house, notwithstanding, adopted the re- 
port, and appointed you as a committee to carry out the 
reject. You very prudently appointed a small com- 
mittee, consisting of ‘Councillors Gray, Maunsel, and 
Codd, and Alderman Hudson,’ to correspond with the 
Canal Company as to the cause of the withdrawal of 
their offer, and to make preliminary arrangements as to 
the price to be charged for the water. An interview 
with the directors and a long correspondence ensued, 
and finally, on the 17th of August, the sub-committee 
received a letter to which we beg to refer, stating that 
the Grand Canal Company ‘ must decline to guarantee 
any fixed quantity of water to be drawn from the 11th 
lock,’ and offering to give a supply, as at present, 
neither guaranteed nor preferential, from the low 
harbour level, the water of which is sub- 
ject to constant and unavoidable pollutions of 
the most disgusting character. The sub-committee, on 
receipt of this letter, immediately convened a general 
meeting of your body, and it was then deemed advisable 
to appoint a committee of three, selected from the mem- 
bers present, ‘ Councillor Maunsel, Councillor Codd, and 
Dr. Gray,’ to whom, together with Mr. Sweetman, your 
permanent chairman, the consideration of that letter and 
of the whole subject of supply was referred, with in- 
structions to observe ri id secrecy with regard to all 
their proceedings. We have to express our regret that 
owing to the continued’ illness of Councillor 
Sweetman, and the absence of Councillor Maunsel, 
we were deprived of the valuable aid we must have de- 
rited from the knowledge, experience, and zeal which 
these gentlemen would have brought to the discharge of 
the arduous and critical duties imposed on the commiitee. 
A careful consideration of the circumstances we have thus 
briefly glanced at, and of the new terms proposed by the 
Grand Canal Company, in the letter of the 17th of Au- 
gust, satisfied us that if we hoped to provide for the 
citizens of Dublin an abundant and constant supply of 
pure and wholesome water at high pressure, we must 
abandon altogether the idea of dealing with the Grand 
{anal Company. That company—First/y, refused to 
supply any guaranteed quantity of water, ata point 
which would enable the Corporation to procure high 
pressure by gravitation. Secondly—They proposed to 
tontinue the supply, as at present, from an overflow si- 
tuate at the most polluted portion of the Canal, which, 
as you are aware, is neither a guaranteed nor a preteren- 
tial supply, but de ent altogether on the existence of 
a surplus beyond the requirements of traffic. Thirdly— 
They offered, if this polluted and uncertain supply 
would not be accepted, to allow the tion to 
draw water from the eleventh lock, by an overflow com 
puted to give about 3,000,000 gs. daily, and to make 
storage for, and draw off, any surplus not required for 
traffic, but would not undertake to guarantee even that 
sinall quantity, which is but half the quantity required, 
while they demanded for this unassured, and, therefore,un- 
certain supply of one-half, a rent higher than they asked 
in November for the whole quantity assured and made 
certain by being a guaranteed and preferential supply. 
LE man le En” we at once placed ourselves 
a communication with your consulting engineer— 
laid before him the whole of the new on ted 
circumstances which had arisen to render the 
project impracticable, and requested

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ippure distriet showed your engineers that it would be 
ult, if not, indeed, impossible, to construct a staunch 
and otherwise safe reservoir of the requisite storage ca- 
pacity in that locality, while the observations made on 
the quantity of the summer supply showed that without 
such storage reservoir the supply would be altogether 
insufficient. Anxious to satisfy our own minds on the 
subject, we visited the Kippure district in company with 
Mr. Hawksley and Mr. Neville, when the existence of 
the natural obstacles adverted to were pointed out to us, 
and so clearly demonstrated by your engineers that 
we could no longer doubt the inadvisability, if not, 
indeed, the impracticability of the project. The ad- 
vantages that would result from taking the supply from 
any place intermediate between Kippure and the place 
selected at Coy Ford, near Sallins, would be so in- 
appreciable, compared with the very large increase of 
cost which selecting a head higher up would 
involve, that we do not think the large ad- 
ditional outlay required would result in any commen- 
surate benefit. While we were preparing this report 
we received a letter, which we append, from the secre- 
tary to the Midland Great Western Railway and 
Royal Canal Company, in which he informs us that the 
directors would give a preferential, but not a guaranteed, 
supply of 4,000,000 of gallons daily, at a high level, for 
1,200/. a year, and stating that they would not gua- 
rantee that quantity at so “low a rent.” It is, there- 
fore, plain that you could not (even if it were any longer 
desirable) procure a guaranteed and therefore assured 
and certain. supply from either of the canals, or from 
both of them conjointly. The largest quantity 
proposed to be given from a level suited for a 
high pressure service supply, even without a gua- 
rantee, was 3ms. from one, and 4ms. from another, 
being in all 7ms., of an unassured, and therefore unre- 
liable supply, which is about one-half the quantity re- 
quired as a guaranteed and reliable supply—the only 
class of water supply which Parliament would sanction, 
and which you ought to propose for your city. Acting 
in accordance with the spirit of the instructions which 
accompanied our appointment by you to carry out the 
resolution of the Council, we directed that the requisite 
surveys for further progress should be made, and that a 
further analysis of the water at the Coy Ford, for the 
purpose of comparison with the waters ofthe Liffey 
at other points and with other waters, should be made. 
Some other steps of a minor character have been 
taken in order to enable the Corporation to be 
in a position to apply to Parliament this session, 
should you approve of and should the general Council 
finally adopt the plan we recommend. These 
several proceedings will not involve much expense, but 
they were absolutely necessary, as the notice of the bill 
should be given early in the next month, if the Corpo- 
ration adopt the project, and resolve upon proceeding 
this year. In determining to recommend this project 
for your adoption, we are not insensible to the weight 
of the responsibility we assume. When undertaking 
the duty you imposed on us we felt that, to discharge 
it faithfully and conscientiously, we should devote much 
time and careful labour to the subject. We entered 
on the duty with a full sense of the importance of the 
interests involved, and having arrived at the conviction 
that the project now submitted is the most suitable 
one, we do not desire to shrink from the responsibility 
of recommending it. ‘The future comfort and health of 
your fellow-citizens, the lives of many and the happi- 
ness of all, will largely depend upon the decision you 
arrive at with respect to the future supply of water to 
the city. We offer our opinion not without some 
Aliffidence—resulting, however, rather from a sense of 
the magnitude of the interests at stake, and of our 
own inability to master all the varied details of so large 
a subject than from any doubt on our own minds as 
to the correctness of that opinion. We have en- 
deavoured to discharge the duty confided to us with 
care—we know we have done it conscientiously ; and 
we now recommend this project for your adoption,

Dr. Gray then rose and reviewed the several steps 
which had been taken by the direction of the Corpora- 
tion, in relation to this most important question. He 
said that from the time the question of supplying the 
city with water had been mooted some eleven or twelve 
pluns had been presented to the consideration of the 
Corporation. ‘The committee had given their best con- 
sideration to these several plans or suggestions, and 
found that they all resolved themselves into two classes or 
series of sources, the one of which embraces the streams 
on the low lands, and the other the streams from the moun- 
tain basins. ‘here was, however, an important distinc- 
tion between the qualities of the water derived from these 
two sources. From the springs on the low lands 
there was obtainable a clear and brilliant water 
at all seasons, but there was a drawback to it 
in the fact that it possessed a large degree of 
hardness. While the water from the mountain basins 
was much purer and softer, still it was characterised 
by a certain degree ofcolouring matter, which, of course, 
was more or less objectionable. ‘The learned gentleman, 
after referring to some other matters of inquiry, in rela- 
tion to the present subject, said that one of the plans 
proposed was, that the water should be supplied from 
the Royal Canal, and another from the Grand Canal. 
Another suggestion was, that it should be obtained 
from the Grand Canal with an auxiliary branch from 
the Liffey, for the purpose of supplementing the supply. 
Again, there was another plan, that the two canals 
should furnish the supply. But against this last pro- 
position there was found the insuperable objection that 
the two canals were not sufficient to give the required 
quantity. Well, there was another plan: viz—to sup- 
ply the city from the Dodder. That plan was familiar 
to them all, and it was unnecessary to enter into the 
details of it ; but it was found to involve the construction 
of a large reservoir, which would cost much more than 
hai been contemplated, and still the supply 
would not be equal to the demand. There 
remained, then, the prospect of obtaining the supply 
from the Liffey ; but this project embraced two plans, 
one of which was to get the supply from Kippure, and 
the other from Pough-la-fooca. Both of these plans had 
been carefully investigated by the committee ; but it 
was ascertained that if the supply should be obtained 
from Kippure, there would be required to be con- 
structed there a catchment reservoir, which, from the 
nature of the ground, would cost a very large sum, and 
in fact it would be at present impossible to state what 
that sum would amount to.

require the expenditure of a large sum of money, rnd 
they were not ina ition to incur that expence. 
But, taking the supply at four million gallons a day, he 
did not consider that £1,200 a year was an extravagant 
demand. , 

Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward) said, it was quite 
natural that the city should be supplied with water 
from the river on which it was situated. He approved 
of the plan proposed in the report, for it would secure 
to the city a continuous supply of water, not from a 
pond or reservoir, where it might be lying for months, 
but directly from the mountains. It also appeared 
from the report that 80 millions of gallons flowed into 
the Liffey daily from different sources, and that only one- 
eighth of that quantity would be required during the year, 
go that the compensation to the mill-owners would be 
much less than was considered. 

Mr. Whelan spoke at considerable length in opposi- 
tion to the report. He thought that Lough Owel was 
the proper place to obtain the supply from. He was 
also of opinion that they should consult some other 
inquirer, and would therefore suggest the name of Mr. 
Bateman, who was lately instrumental in obtaining for 
Glasgow its present supply of water. 


Alderman Reynolds referred to the polluted condition 
of the two canals by which the city is at present sup- 
plied, and the amount yearly paid for such supply; and, 
taking these facts into consideration, he believed it was 
high time to dissolve partnership with the canal com- 
panies. There was one matter in relation to this 
part of the inquiry to which he wished to direct their 
attention—namely, the fact that the Earl of Meath 
claimed, by ancient grants, the privilege to supply that 
portion of the city called the Meath Liberties with 
water; but the water which had been so supplied was 
of so polluted a character that he believed it had no 
parallel in the United Kingdom. He _ regretted 
hat the report did not advise making it 
tompulsory on the Earl of Meath to supply the oc- 
cupiers of his property with proper water, and he would 
therefore suggest that they should make a strong case 
before the committee of the House of Commons on the 
subject, and thus relieve that large portion of the city 
population from so substantial a grievance. Alderman 
Reynolds also referred to the estimated cost of the water 
works. He did not believe that they could be com- 
pleted for the amount stated, but even if they cost 
£250,000 he considered thut they would be cheaply obtain- 
ed. He also thought it would be much better to employ an 
Irish than an English engineer. Mr. Hawksley, on 
whose judgment such great reliance had been placed, 
had not shown himself very successful in the construction 
of the Liverpool water works,on which he had been en- 
gaged. 

The Alderman also referred to the possibility of getting 
an adequate supply of water from the Liffey. He did 
not think that they could. How was it possibleto obtain 
so many milliions of gallons from the place alluded to,when 
they were all aware that in the dry season, and when the 
tide was out, a person might walk across the river at 
Merchant’s Quay or Usher’s Island. The Alderman con- 
cluded by pointing out the financial means by which the 
works could be constructed. As soon as their contracts 
with the canals ceased, they should apply the £2,200 a- 
year, now paid to them, as well as the surplus of £700 or 
£800 of the pipe water depertment, for that purpose. 

Mr. Acheson briefly referred to some of Alder- 
man Reynolds’ observations. He did not think that any 
censure should be visited upon the commitee for the 
appointment of Mr. Hawksley as consulting engineer. 
lie also considered that Mr. Codd and Dr. Gray were 
entitledto the best thanks of the citizens, for the trouble 
which they had taken upon this important question. 
There couldbe no harm in acceding to the adoption of 
report, for, should any better plan be hereafter dis- 
covered, they could withdraw from the present step. 

Mr. Codd then addressed the meeting at considerable 
length, and applied himself particularly to answering the 
objections raised by Alderman Reynolds, as regarded 
the adequateness of thesupply. Before they had come 
to the present conclusion the committee had taken all 
the precaution, and availed themselves of all the infor- 
mation which science could afford, and after the fullest 
inquiry they had ascertained that even in the driest 
summers they would have three times the quantity of 
water necessary for the wants of the city and its 
suburbs. As regarded the supplying of the Earl of 
Meath’s Liberties they did not wish to excite any diffe- 
rences, and thought it best to confine themselves at pre- 
sent as to what was the best source from whence to 
supply the city; when that was settled he was sure 
the Karl of Meath would throw no obstacle in 
the way of the inhabitants of that portion of 
the city being suppliedwith pure water. In dealing 
with the interests of the mill-owners on the Liffey, they 
intended to act towards them in the most liberal man- 
ner, and in no way to require that they shoujd sacrifice 
them. As regarded the employment of Mr, Hawksley, 
in place of an Irish engineer, he had only so say that 
they had acted upon Alderman Reynolds’s own prin- 
ciple, when he voted fur the Welsh paving stones in 
preference to Irish ones; in other werds, they thought 
the course they took the cheapest and the best. He 
knew of no Irish engineer competent to undertake 
such a work, with the exception, perhaps, of his friend 
Mr. Whelan, or Sir John Benson, and even that gen- 
tleman had not been connected with water works at the 
time that they required a consulting engineer. As re- 
garded the means at hand to construct the works, it was 
a very singular thing that, notwithstanding his own 
inexperience, and that of his friend Dr. Gray, they had 
both stumbled upon the very same plan as the sagacious 
Alderman. 

His lordship said he would join his thanks to those 
already expressed to the two gentlemen (Dr. Gray and 
Mr. Codd) for the time which they had devoted, and the 
ability they had displayed in the preparation of the 
report, upon a subject of the greatest usefulness and 
importance to the citizens. His lordship then put the 
resolution, that the report be adopted; that it be re- 
ferred to the committee to take the necessary steps to 
enable the Corporation to bring the project before Par- 
liament next session; and that the committce should 
consider the cost of the undertaking, and lay such iofor- 
mation before the house as soon as possible. 

The resolution was passed almost unanimously, and 
the meeting then adjourned.

Bas = = of prisoners was resumed yesterday at the 
Court-house, Green-street, by the Lord Chief Baron 
and Judge Perrm. 

THE POST-OFFICE CASE. a 

The trial of John Lally, the letter-carrier, indicted for 
the unlawful detention of three letters, was resumed 
this morning. The case for the prosecution having 


oe addressed the jury on the part of the pri- 
soner. He said that the case required the most careful 
consideration. The young man standing at the bar had 
hitherto an unimpeachable character, and the jury should 
hesitate before they brought in a verdict of guilty. 
Although there might be suspicious circumstances con- 
nected with the case, yet they could not convict the 

i n suspicion alone. He would meet the case, 
prisoner upon susp i 
as ed the first two letters, by denying that there 
was any positive evidence that they had ever been given 
into his possession for delivery, or that they had been 
subsequently traced to him. He did not intend to make 
any charge against the officials of the Post Office, but 
supposing an officer in that establishment dishonest 
enough to take away those two letters, perceiving there 
was money in them, but that from the nature of the con- 
tents he could not make use ofthem, what was there 
to prevent him putting them in the letter-box in which 
the letters had been found? The only evidence adduced 
to show that the prisoner had placed them there was, 
that he was in the room where the letter-box stood ; but 
they should recollect that he was not the only party 
having access to it. As regards the “ trap letter,” there 
was no proof that the prisoner had unlawfully 
detained it. Counsel said that all the circum- 
stances stated in the evidence might be true, and yet the 
prisoner might be innocent. Certainly, the existence 
of such circumstances was not inconsistent with his in- 
nocence, and, in the merciful language of the law, they 
were bound to give him the benefit of every doubt, what- 
ever might be the consequence. The learned couusel 
then went over the evidence, and concluded by stating 
that he left the case with confideuce to the jury, be- 
lieving they would carefully investigate 1t, and that he 
was satisfied that in their hands the liberty and cha- 
racter of his client§were safe. i 

Mr. Charles M'Garry, solicitor, was then examined, 
and gave the prisoner an excellent character. He stated 
that he knew him from his childhood, and had frequently 
rewarded him with presents at Christmas for his good 
conduct. ' 

The Lord Chief Baron charged the jury at great 
length, explaining to them the law as bearing upon the 
case, and pointing out the particular points of the evi- 
dence, which he reviewed and dwelt upon for a conside- 
rable time. 

Mr. Curran, after the jury had retired, contended , on 
the part of the prisoner, that with respect to the letter 
which was addressed to a fictitious person in Russell- 
street, for the purpose of entrapping the prisoner, its 
detention could not be construed into an indictable of- 
fence, inasmuch as there was no person to whom it 
could have been delivered, 

The Jury returned to court, and stated that they found 
the prisoner Guilty upon two courts of the indictment, 
and acquitted him of the one upon which Mr. Curran 
had raised a legal point. 

The prisoner was not sentenced. 

HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 

Two women, named Fliza Kelly and Mary Byrne, were 
indicted for having, on the night of the 18th October, at 
Golden-lane, feloniously assaulted one Margaret Lynam, 
and taken from her by force the sum of 7s. 6d. The 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

Margaret Lynam deposed that, on the night of the 
18th October, at Golden-lane, the prisoner, Eliza Kelly, 
caught hold of her and knovked her down, and the pri- 
soner, Mary Byrne, seized hold of her and held her, while 
the first-mentioned prisoner took the sum of 7s. 6d. from 
her pocket; they completely tore the pocket off 
her ; the prisoners then ran away; witness procured 
the assistance of Police-constable 18 A, and proceeded 
to Fordam’s-alley, where the prisoners lived, and gave 
them into custody ; witness bled a good deal from the 
effects of the beating she had received. 

The prisoner Byrne energetically cross-examined the 
witness, for the purpose of proving she was under many 
pecuniary obligations to her. 

Police-constable 181 A, corroborated the evidence 
of the previous witness. 

46 A deposed that he saw the prisoners and the pro- 
secutrix in Bride-street on the night in question ; 
prosecutrix asked witness to take the prisoner Kelly 
for an assault, but he refused, as he saw nothing to 
warrant him in doing so; the prosecutrix made no 
charge against the other prisoner; and she did not 
charge either of them with taking her money. 

The jury Acquitted the prisoners. 

ASSAULTING THE PoLice.—Timothy Towson, a young 
man, was placed at the traversers’ bar, indicted for 
having assaulted Denis Duncan, 61 D. 

The Constable deposed that he was on duty at the 
Lotts, taking care of the premises of Messrs. Caldwell 
and Horner, in which a fire had broken out ; there was 
a paling erected around the premises, inside of which 
the prisoner came ; a gentleman came up (the superinten- 
dent of waterworks), and asked witness about the danger 
of the fire breaking out again; the prisoner, who was 
drunk, came over, and began to point cut smoke, and 
otherwise interfere ; he ordered him to retire, but the 
traverser refused, stating that he hada right to be there ; 
a scuffle ensued, in which witness and traverser had 
several knocks down ; and he was ultimately, with the 
assistance of four other constables, and after biting wit- 
ness in the left leg several times, lodged in the station, 
house. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Curran—I did not catch the 
prisoner by the throat previous to my telling him to leave; 
[ had taken a glass of grog in the morning, and in the 
evening, when this occurrence took place, I took, at the in- 
stance of a gentleman, a taste out of a bottle of brandy which 
had been taken from the ruins; this was ali the drink I 
had ; I did not press my knee on his throat or stomach; 
did not hear that he was obliged to be attended by adoctorin 
consequence of the injuries he received ; the young man 
did not say he wasin the employment of Young and 
Groves, next door. 

Several other policemen were examined, who witnessed 
or took part in the transaction, but their evidence was 
substantially the same as that given by the prosecutor, 
with some difference as to details. 

Mr. Mervyn Crofton, superintendent of water works, 
deposed that he was at the fire on the day in question in 
the discharge of his duty; he saw the traverser; witness 
ask the constable did he think there was any appear- 
anc? of fire, as he saw steam or smoke issuing from the 
premises; the constable said he thought it was steam, 
but the traverser interfered and said it was smoke; 
the constable said he had no right to interfere, but 
traverser said he was minding his masters’ property, 
Messrs. Young and Groves; the policeman rejoined, 
and said they had a right to send some one else besides 
a drunken man ; the constable then seized the traverser 
by the throat, and said, “I'll guzzle you ;” a scuffle 
ensued, in the course of which the policeman put his 
knee on the traverser’s chest ; he was scarcely able to 
articulate a word when he was released from the con- 
stable’s grasp by a sergeant who came up. 

Mr. Gorman, apothecary, Henry-street, stated the in- 
juries the traverser had sustained. 

The Chief Baron charged the jury, who at once Ac- 
quitted the traverser. 

The traverser was next put formally in charge on 
another indictment for an assault upon a second police- 
constable, arising out of the same transaction, buat the 
evidence being the same as in the former case, he was 
also acquitted on this charge.

The boys went 
with the father, and the girls joined the mother in oppo- 
site direction. ‘Time wore on, and one of the 
boys paid the debt of nature, dying in the faith of 
his father. Some will have it that the father threat- 
ened him with immediate transportation beyond the 
bourne, if he would not allow the parson to be present 
with him during the limited period preceding his death, 
while the mother was untiring in her exertions to in- 
troduce the priest. However, be this as it may, the 
grim proprietor of all things claimed his prey, and 
neither parson nor priest dare resist the imperative de- 
mand. Last Sabbath was the day appointed for the 
interment of the body. The funeral was accordingly 
proceeding tothe church burial-ground for the purpose 
of depositing the body in its kindred earth, but had not 
proceeded far when the faction from whose fold de- 
ceased’s mother wasa strny sheep, appeared in sight under 
a full press of “Sunday clothes and shillelahs,” and 
having arrived in close proximity to the parties who 
carried the coffin, they demanded the body of the 
young man with the confidence of men 
who knew their demands could be enforced. Here fol- 
lowed a scene which “ baffles a!l description.” Suffice it 
to say, that the presence of death did not prevent or still 
the fierceness of the turmcil and riotous bearing of the 
assailants, who at length succceded in carrying both the 
dead and wounded off the field, to the great consternation 
of the paternal guardian. The grave thus cheated of its 
child had to be again closed,and the father had the

Deatu or AN ÉEMINENT Baristor Mercnant.---A 
telegram was received in Bristol on Saturday, announc- 
ing the somewhat sudden death at Baden-Baden, of Mr. 
Conrad W. Finzil, the head of the well-known and ex- 
tensive sugar refinery firm at Bristol. The event was 
wholly unexpected, as the family had received letters from 
Mr. Finzil only a few days previously announcing his in- 
tention of shortly returning to England. Mr. Finzil 
was the architect of his own fortune, having risen from 
the rank of journeyman to the eminent position he had 
occupied long previous to his death. He wasof German 
extraction, and by several important improvements in 
sugar-refining, protected by patents, had amassed a 
princely fortune.
